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Then gentle friend, I leaue thee a

time: with þ ſtuffs ſubſtance, matter, aid 
ellence,wherofthou art compoſedzmuch 
exceeding all the reſt, if they were all 
com with thee : Abuſe neither of 
them, leaſt time turne thee, in ſtead ofa 
better place, from the number of the bleſ< 
ſed, toa place of damnation, among the 
number of the damned fpirites. So that 
whether thou ſecke heaven, carth, or 
hell, thou ſhalt finde all things to conſiſt 
of number, and place: therefore make 
account of them as of their worthineſle, 

Much might be ſaid, of the number 
and place of the fixed, and mouing 
Starresz Of the number of Monarkes, 
Kings, Emperors,and their Countries; 
the vegitatiue and fenfitue creatures, 
andof the thingsthat haue onely being 
withont fenſeor growing. But han 
I amto fpeake inthe next place of Tiave, 
and of the vſe thereof ./ ceaſr further to 
enlarge this point :with this conclufion, 
that the exerciſe of reaſon,cuen —_—_ 
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the heathen and prophane men, hath 
waded farre into this matter. 


Of Time. 


N this diſcourſe of Time, there is an 
other way to diſcouer the truth there- 
of,then is vſed in handling'the former, 
For in number and place,there is neither 
prioritic nor poſteritiee For though in 
the Deitie there be three diſtin perſons 
in number, yet inreputation of place, 
greatncſle, or number, none is grea- 
teror leſle then another : and in reſpe& 
of 7 ime, none is;before or after an other: 
But the whole three perſons are coc- 
uall together, and coeternall. | 
The Philoſophers of auncient-timey 
found in the reaſonof their ſoules, that 


there was a certaine nature and eflence, 


- in which they alleage to- bee three in- 


beings as 1s aforcſaid, And tliat this great 

and cternall nature and- e{lence , dog 

make the beginning of all other natures, 
which y'+ aan in Tiwe, 

And among many opinions,

| Platarchein 
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There were of theſe Phwoſ+pber:,that did 
main'aine,and yphold two begianings, 
which 1n all likely-hood they were indu» 
ccd vnto, out of the two ſeucrall diſpo- 
fitions and inclinations of the ſame in 
menz one to yertuezthe other to vice; T's 
theſe beginnings they gine  ſeuerall 
names. The one good, which they call 
Oramaſes, Fac other euill; and that 
they call Arimarive. This opinion 18 
furthered by ſome,to haue his beginning 
from Zoreeſtres, the grand child of Noa: 
and from him, by tradition to the Perfi* 
as: : and from the Perfiens, to the Mane» 
chior. Their meaning & vnderſtandingy 
in this behalfe is, that the Elements, the 
Plants,the herbs, the trees;beaſtes, meny 
and Spinits, were divided between ti:1ele 
two Gods, holding one to bee Crea*- 
tor of the good, and the vther,of the cuil, 
To the one, they allotted light : to the 0+ 
ther ce: tothe one, Son:mer: ta 
the other winter, &c, The ſins the wic« 
kednelle,$& corruptions which they ſaw 
in the natures of men,differing from the 
perfeFion of a rightcous a 
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them into theſe abſurd opinions, becauſe 
they held their corruptions and euils in 
time and qualitie, tobe inthe creation of 
thoſe emill creatures, Which opinion, 
hath come neare to ſome in theſe Ages: 
who entering into conſideration of the 
evill things, will not ſticke, if notto af- 
firme, yetat leaſtto demaund, whether 
God be the author of cuil? 

Theſe opinions may be anſwered thus, 
Fat making, or creating , 'are referred 
to natures and ſubſtances: and that all 
originall natures & ſubſtances are goodj 
And therefore that God,who is al good, 
13 the Creator, and maker of them. Now 
euill, is neither a nature, nor a ſubſtancez 
but an income, which 15 fallen into na» 
tures, and ſubſtances: And therefore not 
in the time of creation” but is come im 
fince, by acolaterall meanes. Evill; is a 
breathing,'or diminiſhing of the foure 
good qualities & effeAts: which natures 
and fobMances ought naturally to have. 

Hereby wee ſee, thateven in time 
ſelfe, good was beforeevill: and inplace 
ſhall be farre preferred aboueit. ©

We muſt needes (ſaith he) cone baths 
to the firſt nature; which I affirmed tobe m 
Frernitie : [ neanegthe pumoneable nature, 
which is wholy all at once, the infinite and 
endleſſe life 3 and whith conſifteth w boty my 
one, andrendeth ynto one. But as yet fayth 


he, there was no time at alk or at teaft wiſe, . 


it was not among the natures that confift m 
pruderſflandeny : but wat to come afterward, 
by a cert aine kinde of poſterioritie. Out of 
which hee concludeth, that, '6efire /ach 
time 4s fore-neſſe iſned out, and bad needy 
of after-neſſe: Time, which as then was riot,

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By theſe concluſions, Ttis manifeſt,that 
the wiſdome and providenceof God, for 
ſpecial! purpoſes and occaſions, hath 
made and ordained theſe three numbers, 
time , andplace : not that they are any 
things,natures,nor ſuſtenfces, in reſpeR 
ofthem {clues but in regard of the vic 
and employment thereof: for the num+ 
bering,placmggand conveying of things 
according to their qualities, natures,and 
* effets. Andfor the beginning, diſpo+ 
ſing,and furniſhing thereof. 
Timeproperly of irſelfe,fsneither ac. 
tive nor paſſive: It is neither eſcence not 
ſubſtance, and ſcarcely can befſaid ts 
have exiſtence .' And albeit time paſſe 
faſter ther! imagination, yet of it ſelfe] 
hath it no powerto moue at all. And the 
beſt defcriptis thereof is, 'Þ Twme is a cer. 
taine miabore ofmouing, or progreſſion 
from one porn to an othertof things cor« 
ruptible,finiſhing,endmy and cealing to 
be, as time it ſelfe is; Andis exercifed, al- 
togetherand alone in refpeRt of corrups 
tible things. Jn this appeareth the reaſon 
wherefore the worthy vnderſtanding of 
A number, 
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number,place,and time, is onely known 
toman, and not tothe other Creatures, 
3s by the ſpirituall,,mmateriall,and mor- 
tall eſſence and vnderſtanding of the 
reaſonable ſoule, which being created to 
endure when time ſhall be finiſhed, hath 
power and facultic to diſcerne betweene 
things comencing,and tranktoriethings, 
mortal, & imnmortal:and ſooutof a grea» 
ter worthinelle then time,or any .corrup» 


tible ſubſtance,cotained within the mea« + 


ſure of time,to diſcern,the vie,ſcope,cnd, 


& purpole of al theſe les worthy & meas- - 


ner things, And out of aninfallible reals, 
to conclude, that the true ypderſtauding 
of number, place, and time ,* their mix+ 
tures, diuiſfions, purpoſes, andends, are 
knowne tomen: And the vic thezeot bee 
longetb only voto them, Andithatio this 
number,place, & time, the Creator hath 
wade ſufficient ſubſtance,ſtuffe and wat 
ter, to nouriſh, defend, and prefervethe 
wholerace of man-kind, Wout any other 
artificja)l or vanaturall workings. And 
ypon that ground, let this; ſuffice fora 
concluſion, that wheloeuer goth my

For the reaſona- 
ble ſoule, a provifis in an endleſſe world 
like to mortality it ſelfe. /n the creation, 
God made ſundrie creatures $inthe ge- 
nerall number whereof,man is. 
Among the number of things, that 
hane cither being, ſeace,er mouwing,mman 
is.But beſides this, man hath a certaine 
Genw,or kind ſpecular alone by himſelf: 
and fo 1s among the numberof therea- 
fonablecreatures. A kinde and number, 
pecuhar and alone proper vnto his na- 
ture and kind. And out of that reaſon, i(- 
ſucth two other concluſions, place, aud 
time, inthis world, amongſt the other 
creatures, ſo long as the ſenſitive parts 
retmainein life. And after that, place and 
endlcilc continuing inan other world. 
And ia rcipedt of unmortalitic, m_ is 
either 
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either in number,place, & time,amongff 
the elect : or,number, place, and time, a. 
mong the reprobates. Now,for that / ſo 


generally finde, that reaſonable and im- | 


mortall partyto bee ſo vniverſally caried 
away, ſeduced, and over-ruled bythe 
meereſenſitive powers,entertaining the 
evill and forbidden things, and refu- 
ſing the good, allowable and lawfull 
Thaue made thus bolde to diftinguiſh 
betweene theſe two times , and to giue 
this cauiat to the poſletlers thereof, that 
they ſiriue not ouermuch , to polleſle 
or entertaine the number , place, and 
time, of theſe tranſitorie and corrupti 

ble bleſſings, as that thereby they looſe, 
and faile to bee of the number, place, 
and time, of the ele : and bee caſt a« 
moneſt the number of the damned,in« 
tothe place of vtter perdition. Foraſ- 
ſuredly , whoſocuer preferreth the plea» 
ſures of this world, before, or equall 
with the other 3 abuſeth both his Cre- 
ator, and creaturesz Allthe ſhifts, poli- 
cies,arts & deuices,that are vſcd tocrofſle 
the ordinance and order of God,to ere, 


eſtabliſh 
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eſtabliſh, or ſet vpany other way, or 
courſe of happineſle,cirher terene,or im+ 
mortall, more, or other, then God him- 
felte,hath + 20 wn—m—_yy & appoin« 


ed,arenoleſle dangerous , then the ca» 
ting ofthe forbidden fruit. Theſe notes / 


"thought fitto let drop by the way,in re= 


gard that / ſhall after in an other place, 
treate of a vſe generally exerciſed, which 
Itake, doth neither proceed from God, 
nor nature. Into this diſcaſe, 7feare 
many thouſands are fallen , ſo vnre- 
coucrably ficke , that with the ſicke 
man at the point of death , they fall 
to bite the ſheetes,and pull the threeds of 
the couerlet, not knowing that they 
are ſicke at all , fecling nopaine of their 
infeftion. And ſo much the more daun+ 
gerous is the ſicknelle, 
To come ncererto this point, 7cis 
lame by ſundry places of the holy 
bible. that Godalone,numbreth,weighe 
eth,& diuideththe meaſurcth times, pla» 
ces,and ſeaſons: Therefore lethim ſtand 
for the numberer, placer, diſpoſer, and 
appointer of all creatures, their places, 
tunes, 
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times, ſcaſons, their beginings, continu« 
ings, finiſhyngs, chaungings, or ordai« 
ninzs, Andlet all his creatures be then 
numbered,placed,and limuted, according 
to their creations,nature,quahties.and c- 
ſtates,not ſtriving againſt the purpoſe of 
his diuine prouidencey or adding, or di- 
miniſhing, too, orfrom, what hee hath 
appoindted or created, 

Fo diſcouce this, / muſt diſtmguiſh be. 
tweene man and the other creatures, and 
the cauſes and markes they tend too,and 

meat t together, with the admirable : 
blefling of reaſon: and to whatmeaſure 1 
the capacity of man thereby extendeth; 
for the ſearching out the natures, quali- 
ties, times, ſeaſons, places, asd vies of the 
other creatures, which could not bee, but 
outofa kind of immortall Nature,aboue 
all other creatures. | 
Acannot be denied, but that God hath 
created all things, fir{tfor his owne glo. 
ry and honour, wherein heappointeth 
uerall vies and fernices ; And within 
the compaſle of this dutie , arcall crea» 
taresgas well mep and Angels, as the __ 
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ther inferiour things. And on this behalf, 
God is ſatished with the (eruice hee hath 


appointed to himſelfe , ſo his ordinance 
and will be obeyed. 


From thence, let ys come to things that 


are next vnto the ſeruice of God, & pro« 
aided to ſerue the vie ofmen: And theriri 
will appeare what an excellent creature 
man is, in reſpe& of his onginall nature 
and teafon . And what wondetfull, ad- 
mirable, and aboundant bleſſings and 
ftores,are prouided to ſerue his turne for 
both his lives 3 The trueconlideration 
whereof, may ſatiſhe any tempered ſpitit 
to be contented with his Creators owne 
workes;and not to foyſt in,or endeuor a» 


' ny other meanes of augmenting his hap- 


inc{le. And tothis purpoſe,let vs ſurue

and take them by degrees from the mea. 
neſt to the greateſt: And it will makeany 
man wonder at the admirable greatneſle, 
plenty;and waightineſle thereof : Let vs 
conſider them by degrees: The loweſl & 
the meaneſt which is the carth,therin be- 
hold the tuffe or matter wherewith this 

D huge 
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huge bale is filled, to make her ſwelling 
fides (tiffe ſtrong, and full Ruffed, thatir 
ſhrinke not. Let vs confider the mettals; 
mines and ſtore of gold, filuer,and other 
mincralls, incloled in her wombe, The 
miraculous hanging thereof m the ayre, 
without ſupport: The vaines;conduts, 
fountaines, ſprings, and rivers of water, 
that paſſe throgh her intralls:The hearbs 
plants,trecs, grafle, and fruite of fundrie 
forts,that proceede and growe ont of the 
richneſle and fatnefle therof, The rayne 
and deawes that water and moilten the 
fame:The waters & deepes {evered from 
thecarth, boun1cd and Ihmitted within a 


compalle, vpon the ſuperficies of ſome 


parte of che ſame carth , as it were ina 
veſlell,by the fide of this great gat- 
ready atall times to be taken vp for 
the watennz thereof, as pleaſeth the ma- 
ſter Gardener:{mall rivers & brooks that

tudes 
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tudes of fiſhes , &their exceedin 7 many 
ſorts. Conſider att theſe well, & we ſhall 
find their creation was not to ſerue their 
own turnes, but only & alone for the vſe 
of man, whole they are to be diſpoſed of 
by thedire& bountie & gittof the Creas» 
tor.Buthow ? To be vſed as he hath ap. 
inted and limitted for the preſeruation 
& benefit of all mankind, nettothe def 
truftis of any,Tneſethings,neitherknow 
themſelucs, nor the ends whereforethey 
were made, & yetthey vnknowu torhe- 
felues,ſerne the vie & benetit of mi, The 
teane and barren haſtening their owne 
deaths, by how much they take pleaſure 
to make themſelues more ipeedily far, It 
there were no more butthis, is not here a 
wonderful bleſſing, and is not here ſult - 
tient &plentiful prouifion tor al che race . 
ofmankind,diſpearſed vpon.p.vholeface 
of the earth?In which is not to be for got 
ten, thattheſecreatures ceale notinany 
inſtant of time, to yeelde increaſe tor 
this prouiſion, But let vs procede a 
Ine further , and beholde the other 
two Elements, Fire and Ayres The one 
warming the-ſenſitiue parts , and the 0+ 
ther maintaining the ſpirit that keepeth

life:neither of theſe know what they are, 
nor the end they were made for. The ve- 
ry Ayre it ſelfe, ſuſtaineth,and in a fort, 
preſeructh þ flying fowles,in her concaue 
and hollow Region. Let vs goe further 
thefe foure Elements , though there bee 
contrarietie in their ſeuerall natures, yet 
there is a Simpathy and a ioynt workin 

tozether by the appointmtt of the chick 
work-maſter;tor the making, growing, 
cheriſhing,and maintaining of the life of 
manzas well by their incorparation in the 
body of wan, as by the vſe and fruiton 
of theſe other Creatures . Will you not 
think theſe ſufficient, yea admirablg bleſ., 


fings?Theearth to bring forth fruite,and, 


hearbs,ſo vniverſally,& cotinually;ſome 
for the foode of man , and others for the 
foode of beaſtes , to perpare them to be 
mans meate, The (hcepe to bring both 
lainbe for meat, & fleece for clothing:the 
beaſt,to bring the calfe, milke, butter, 
cheeſe,toheeaten and to bee worne : the 
fowle,to bing firſt egs,then chickens: 8c 
laſtly,feathers for caſte lodging;:thefilhes 
fuſt ſpawn,& then frie. The trees to creft 


houſes, 
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houſes,and make the fire. T he earth thal 
roduceth gra(le,ſerueth for tile to couer ' 
the houſes : The ſtrawe that yeeldeth the 
corne,ſerueth other purpoſ:s. The timber 
that buildeth at land, ſerueth for nauigati+ 
on at ſea: Out of the line or flax that ma« 
keth the great Cable, to bee drawnegthe 
threeds that make the fine & curious lin- 
nen : from the ſauage wilde beaſts, their 
warm furs:from the hearbs& plants,rich 
and eſtimablevertues: & from the poore 
filke-worme, the coltly apparell,of filkes 
and vellets, It were a world to recite the 
ſcueral benefits that are drawn from theſe 
creatures: And I am perfwaded, no crea» 
ture can reduce the toa Catologuet Ex» 
cellent wines, oyles, grapes, {pices, per» 
fumes, zummes, pearle, Balmes, elixors, 
SO and quinteſſence. Out of 
e carth,are drawnmetals,of gold,filuer, 
copper,braſle, tinne ,leade, yron,ſteele, 


' and ſuch like. Beholde how one bene= 


fit followeth and haſtencth in the necke 
ofanother: the ſeuerall courſe of trying 
theſe mettalls,and the vie thereof, which 
theſclues knownot : Are not thele infinx 
bleſſings, ſufficient for men to content 
D 3 them 
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themfclues with all ? but they muſt needy 
gocfurther. Ouer all theſe,man,and one- 
ly manghath a power and dominion : the 
comand & vie but limited,not to be abu- 
ſed, or exerciſcd to other purpoſes then 
the Creator ordained. Beholde, whatan 
inſcarchab]e reaf{6 is this one thing in the 
natureofman , by firetotric out theſe 
mettals, and to ſeaſon and apply them to 
their ſeuerall, neceſlarie, and comodious 
vies .Buttake heed of the abuſe. Among 
many other had vies of mettals; Of yron 
and [teele, they make knives to cut mear:; 
but je1s not intended to cut mens throats? 
they make ſickles and fithes to cut down 
corneand graſle, withoutintent to cut 
menz legs. Thelike may be concluded of 
the other mettals, and the vſe of them. 
Wherefore to finiſh that point, gold and 
ſiluer bang the fineſt mettals of thereſt, 
are ſearched out, refined, & propotioned 
to palle betwecne men at a value and 
rate, fortheprouiding of viftuall,appa- 
rell, and-other neceſlaries to defend the 
bodic,from heate,colde,and hunger: not 
that of thewſelues,fumply by themſelues, 
they are cither diet, apparell,or prouiſi- 
ons 
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ont to defende winters colde,or ſommers 
heate, but rather an incomberment,then 
comfart, if men be cnforced to weare or 
vic them next their naked bodies, or to 
feede of their ſolide ſubſtances. /t ſhall be 
neceſſaric thereforegthat wee doc not dil. 
poſc or employ the ſame, to generall cre. 
atures beges or bring forth any new crea« 
ture,cotrary & againſt his own nature:or 
to make 1 yaluable with the leaſt hu+ 
maine and reaſonable Creature thatever 
was,or ſhall be borne, 

Let vs looke further, & ſee whether we 
can find any other benefits, af theſe be nor 
ſufficient tq ſatisfic vs, And as we began 
at the loweſt, ſo letvs aſcend vpwards. 
 Abouethe Aynec Region, The Moone 
which lightencth the night, gonerneth 
the ſea, tempereth the heate, & comfort- 
teth the vital powers,made by the prow- 
dence & comand of the creator,hath her 
ſcucrall warld or Orbe, wherin ſhe mo+ 
ueth.The like is holden cfthe other mo» 

uing ſtars, fixed ſtars, the very Copeof 
heauc,wherin they are placed. The glori- 
ous Sunne it ſelfe, placed in the puddeſt 
F4 "a 
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of the heauens , Behold and looke 
their 


them, their innumerable company, 
admirable beauty, their ſeveral ewploy- 
ments,courſes and vertues: They all are 
12norant of their owne natures, vertues, 
vigors, places, beauties, ſtatelineſſe,and 
diſpoſes,They are the admirable workes 
of God, thewing forth his gloric vnto 
men.Al theſe alſo ſerue only to the bene- 
fit and vſe of men, and none other, The 
Sunto viſit & cemfort all the corners of 
the carthzin one yeare: never ceaſing nor 
ſtanding ſtill, ynleſle it were to make the 
work admirable, & the workmaſter and 
comander more wonderfull, it ſtood (till 
in the time of 7o/us, 

Taey mooue once in thirty daies,ma- 
kingher reuolutis, & al Þ reſt of thoſe ce» 
leſtial creatures,in their times, order,niz- 
bers, & P ces,mouing with ſuch harmo. 
ny,conſent, and azreemet, to deuide the 
yearc into Somer,& Winter,Spring and 
fall:as wel to chaſten the earth to make it 
fruitfull, as to comfort the hearbes and 
graſlc,to make them growe:as well to ti 

pen and gather the fruites of the carth, 
M | Nh 
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as to ſowe ſeeds,and ſetplants : to divide 
the day and the night,and to proportion 
the times and ſeaſon. They all keeping 
their own natures intheir certaine num- 
ber, their motions within the limits of an 
appointed place: And their courſes and 
reuolutions,juſt at their appointed time, 
Sothatinallthis whole hoſt of heauen, 
there is no manner of ſtirring, ſtagge- 
ring, mouing, or diſordering , to . 

intof a pin, in reſpe& of placez nor 
to theleaſt inſtant, in regard of Time: 
after they were once placed, & ſctto take 
their ſpacious 1ournies, 

By the comfort and vertue of theſe, 
are all theinferiour bodyes , comforted, 
cheriſhed, relieued, ſuccoured, and made 
able to performe their ſeuerall duties, 
All theſe benefits hath God made to ſup* 

ly and feruethe turne, and vic &f man, 
echold, and looke ypon them with ad- 
miration! conſider whether they bee not 
abouethe conceite of all cafSacitie. Will 
any mi afhrme,that theſe are not enough 
and ſutficient, to nouriſh, feedegfuccour, 


and preſerue al the race of mankinde: yea 
eucry 
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eyery one, as yell the meancſt as the 
greateſ} 

Surely none, ncither can nor will de= 
ny this to be true : And yet we ſee dayly 
many thouſands want, famiſh, and pine 
to death, for wit of theſe carthly neceſ[a- 
ries; There muſt needs bee afault in di- 
ſtribution & diſpoſing of theſe benefits, 
orels none ſhuld not wit: for Godin his 
divine wiledome , in the creation, hath 
not appointed any ſuch place of ſcarci- 
tie, nor any number fo to periſh : nor 
any ume when any ſuch mikcrie ſhould 
befall. This Extremities muſt necds then 
proceed of ſome wrong courſe, order, or 
diſpoſition amongſt men, in the diſtri- 
bution of his benefatszfor al thereſt of his 
creatures haue not departed one 10tc 
tro the worthineſle of their firſt creatis. 

Wellto proceed, there js a greater be- 
nefite then all theſe; and that 1s. the rea- 
ſon, vnderſtanding, and witte of man; 
whereby heesknoweth all theſe things, 
their yertues and effects ; and thereby of 


| his owne proprictie and right, hee com- 


mandeth,diſpoſeth,ordereth,and wu 7 
l 
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eth, theſe lower creatures, as it ſerueth 
beſt for bis turne and ylſe. | 

What is it to bee of never ſo great 
prower, value, vigor, or worthineſle, to 
ſuch aſubicR, as neither vnderſtandeth 
whatitis of it ſelfe, nor what vertue 1s 
init ſelfe : nor to what. turne it ſerueth ? 
labouring (Ull for others, and taking no 
pleaſurethercin it ſelfe. 

This is the condition of the Sunne, 
the Moone, the Firmament, and all the 
whole garniſhed and rich decked skies, 
withinfinite numbers of :Starres. And 
of all the creatures in this Sphere of 
Elements, they are: and yet they know 
not, neither what, nor whereof, nor 
to what purpoſe they are : what then 
auaileth this' glorious richneſle vnts 
themſelues? Surely nothing, 

This doth wonderfully exalt the crea« 
tion,worthineſle,and eſtimation ofman, 
and of his reaſonable ſoule : yea, of the 
meanel? of all the race of man, aboue all 
theſe creatures, cither Corleſtiall or tere« 
{triall;in that he:vnderſtandeth them all, 
and 
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and enioyeth the vſe, benefite, and pro-« 
fite of them all. May not this ſcrue for 
for a concluſion, and moue the hearts of 
mento be very carefull, howſthey either 
vſc,or abuſe the bleſſings and benefits of 
Godlleaſt ingathering too much, it turn ' 
to wormes, as Hanne did in the wil- 
derneſle : or to Qua les, and it become 
the deſtruftion of the caters thereof, in 
ſtead of nouriſhment. 

Theſe benefites God hath beſtowed 
on Man, principally & chiefely to ſerue 
his turne, and to inſtru and teach him, 
in this firſt &fe, which ſhall finiſh and 
ende. Behold, there are further matters, 
and benefits beſtowed and prouided for 


7 ſecond Mn beſides theſe; the meanel?, farre ex= 


ceeding the greateſt of theſe + They ar, 
ſuch, as Idare' not define or treate 0 
and therefore with reuerence leauc them 
tothe Readers conſideration, with ſuch 
deſcriptions as they are left tome, They 
are ſuch; £1 the eze bath not ſcene, the eare 
beard, nor the heart of man can conceine. 
Oh, ineſtimable riches, peace,plentie, 
wy, fulneſles, which God hath prouided 


for 
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for this immortall, reaſonable ſoule, it it 
vary not from the direction of the Crea- 
tor. And are not theſe yet ſufficient? but 
man mult needes be medling with him» 
ſelfe, patching, and playing the tinker, 
or botcher, ypon ſome imagination of 
his owne, and ſo marre all: which the 
the auncient Philoſophers hold to be the 
reaſon,that man was caſt out ofthe com» 
pany of the Gods, .into this lower, baſe, 
and corruptible Sphere of the Elements. 
This is not ll, 7 ſay, that God hath 
done for man : for beſide his creationghe 
doth (till by his holy hand, vphold and 
ſupport him, he hath received him to fa« 
your, being abictted for viing the crea- 
tures of God contrary to his ordinance : 
he hath ſet his holy Angels to preſerue 
& defend him: his only Son to looſe his 
life to redeeme him : his moſt gratious 
holy ſpirit tobe his comfort and confo+ 
lation. A fulneffe of all benefitesin this 
life: and eternall ioyes in heauen, &c; 

Prouided alwayes, that wee doe not 
vſe his creatures,to vnnatural,volawfull, 
or forbidden vics,or employments. This 
is 
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is the happie eſtate ofreaſonable man, if 
he containe himſelfe within his bounds: 
All the worlde will confeſfe no benefite 
or blefling can be added vnto it, © 
Let vs not therefore ſeeke to alter, 
change,charge, or incomber,the courſe 
and way, the Almightie power hath ap- 
pointed in thefe things; leaſt it turne t6 
our viter confuſion. Let vs not wrong 
our reaſonable ſoules, therefore ; but 
ſchooleand iuſtrut them, in ſuch rudi- 
ments as may preſcrue their worthineſle, 


Reaſon is the Founatr of Arts. 
BY the precedent Circumſtances, it 


appearcth, that among all the crea- 
tures vnder Hcauen, (man onely 
excepted) nothing is ſcene to bee made 
for it ſelfe tnor man onely for himſelfe, 
but for the ſeruice of God, The Sunne 
ſhineth and heateth, but not for itſelfe. 
The Earth beareth, and yet hath no be. 
nefite thereby... The Windes blowe, 
and yet they fayle not « The Fire bur. 
neth, and yet Keleth not his owne a 
The 
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The Water bearcth the ſhippes, and yet 
knoweth not the waightrhereof Althele 
ſcruc onely to the glory of God, and be- 
ncfit of man. Behold therforeghow neere 
God hath placed man vnte hanſelte : 
nay what plentifull prouifion hee hath 
made for tuſtentation of this ſenſtine 
life and the neceſlarie vic thereof. The 
Sunnc warmeth the earth:the carth nov- 
riſheth che Plants: the Plants feede the 
beaſts, and the beaſts ſerue man, So that 
the nobleft creatures haue neede of the 
baſeſt, and the baſeſt are ſerued by the 
moſt noble: And all theſe by the diuine 
prouidence of Ged : wherem as there 
can bee nothing wanting, fo thereunto 
there may be nothing added. 

- Now for the better difcoueric of 
whatdignine, honour, aduancemert, 
benchite, and ſupply this ſenſitive life 
hath,by the vſc and imployment of Kea; 
ave, Which is an inſeperable qualitie of 
the unmortall Soule, letvs diſcend alitle 
into the Arts,whereby Reaſox doth (up- 
ply the defets & milcries, which other- 
wilc this lite mult abideqwhich inreafon 
ſhould 
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ſhould moue the hearts of men to vt 
theſe temporall bleſſings, in ſuch a tem- 

rall meaſure,as they might ſupply atid 
Frue the turnes and vies of all the race of 
Mankinde. As [meane not to every one 


alike,ſoitis no equall ſharing, that ſome 


ſhould hauc all, and others want, XK wee 


conſider but this one thing, that by the 
admirable reaſon of man in his firſt creas 
tion, he did ſodainely 2jueall the crea* 
turesof God ſeuerall names, and ſtill re- 
tained the memory of them when he had 
never ſcene them before, here began the 
Arte, Memorative, and all other Artes, 
which afterwards had almoſt periſhed, 
and beerie confounded. 

Hermes taking, conſideration of theſe 
things, faith; The Swn- bearves of God art 
bis attions : the Sun-beames of the worlds, 
are the natwres of things : And the Snu- 
beame: of man, are his arts and ſciences. 
Whence ſhould he learne, teach, ar vn- 
derftand this , but out of that reaſon 
which then remained, though 1 c& 
and impayred. By which reaſon, be was 
ledto acktiowledge the diuiniteandom- 
nipotencie 
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nipotencie of God , being more then 
many men wil atthis day acknowledge. 
Butto proccedeto the Arts , albeit they 
are wall knowne, yet let me recite ſome 

articulars. By Reafon,firſt the generall 

nowledge1s attained. Then Reaſs hath 
proportioned things into divers parts; 
Fin conſideration of their natures; & 
worthineſle ; ſecondly,in colideration of 


. their numbers andplaces : thirdly,in re. 


ard of their vies and employments. So 
Fac Reaſs left nothing ynproportioned 
which ſhe hath ſet down, and concluded 
by Arts & Scicnces, By Grimer,þ courſe 
of true ſpeaking:by Retoricke the miner 
of per{waſion:by Logicke, the true pro- 
portion of reaſoning: by Muſicke, trie 
conſent of Harmony : by Arithmaticke, 
theproportion of numbering,adgding,di- 
mithing, augmenting , and diuiding, 
By Geometry, themanner ofcven & in- 
falible proportioning: all theſe come of 
Reaſon. Thenetty: nay rather the great 
helpes towards the effteFfting of .thele 
things. The inuenting,the making, and 
faſhioging,of the tooles, iy iſtrugents,and 
| E preparations 
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preparations that ſerue to theſe vies. The 
making of pen, inke, paper, letters, filla- 
bles,words,edge-tooles,notes of muſick, 
fat, &c.cards,wheels,loomes,milles,the 
mecamicall Arts, of Weauers, Tuckers, 
Spinſters,Tailors, Smiths, carpeters,ſaws 
yers,ioyners, Wdiversother of þ like qua- 
lity.All theſeand many others, haue bene 
drawngtake out,& proporticed by Þno- 

blej&famous arts of arithmatike, & geo- 

metrie : which are neither ſo highly e- 

ſeemed nor vnderſtood,as they deſerue: 
for the more neerer reaſon (with arene- 

rend ceelh creator)ſearcheth into theſe 
cauſes, the more neerer doth it bring the 
ſoule ofman to the principal Artifex and 
maker ofthem. Let vs proceed alittle 
forther:By the motion of the Sun, which 
ſurroundeth the world in 24 hours,they 
hauc proportioned the circumference of 
the world,to be 360.degrees:they dinde 
euery degreeginto 60;miles: with many o- 
ther ſuch diuifiss, which Fomit: Bytheſe 
Arts, they haue found thatthe ſua inthe 
whole yeare, maketh her furtheſt point, 
both toward thi: North, and South pole: 
and thereupon they haue diuided that 
ume 
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time into xii,monethes, To euery of theſe 
twelue monethes,they proportion an ap- 
inted number of dajes;to every day,24 
_ rs:to cnery houre 60, minutes. And ſo 
reducing theſe learnings toone point or ' 
head,they proportis as wel Latitudeand 
L ongitude of placezas motion &pallage 
of time; together with the influence and 
aſpets of the planets and ſtarres, in ſuch 
ſortzas if this miſtery were vaknownin as 
ny mans ynderſtanding, it were impo(li- 
blero befound out, And becauſe the ſun 
paſleth alwaies fr6the Eaſt, rothe-Wel, 
and.neuertully reacheth to þ pointof the 
North; or South, they have derermined, 
&diuijded the worldinto 5, ſeveral zones. 
The 2. remote parts'of North, & South, 
they call the cold parts:P middle, they cal 
the hot or burninz zone 2 the otherrwo, 
arc thetemperate parts,7o this they have 
likewiſe added a girdle; that goeth oner- 
thwartthe hot & twotemperat Zones: d:- 
viding the{ameinto 12.equal parts,aſcris 
bing'a feucral Lord,or Governor of theſe 
ds hare CH dares =—m 
& throgh cuery of theſe ſame: Wma- 

BY era enirable & neceſlary lerniugs

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And out of theſe Arts, itis well knowne, 

they have truely ſet downthe Eclipſes of 
' the Sunne and Moone,the revolution of 
the Starres, ſlabilive ofthe North, and 
South poles,& the motion of theothers; 
by whuch, all — is maintained: 
the compaſle, carde,& needle, propors 
tioned : nay the bo it ſelfe,and all other 
buildings, both of land and ſea, deviſed, 

framed, c faſhioned: Al colnriesknown 
and ſevered, and ceucry mans poſlefſion 
diuided, one from an other: Aſtronomy, 
and Aſtrologie, haue taken their foun- 
dationthere. Andhowmuchthe Phyfi- 
tians knowledzes- ate increaſed: there- 
by, or what defo&ts they would fiadeby 
the wanttherof,let themſelves wdge,But 
to be {hort: Theſe Arts are the onely and 
true direRors of the whole courſe of 
mens lives, as wel in gouernment, as dbe- 
dicncec : in diſtribugidn;; as well as 1nre- 
cciuing:for there being diucriitic of ho- 
nours, places, dignities; and worthinefle, 

ſooug there tobea meaſure and indif- 


fe proportioning their contnbu- 
oroatn choulands of admwrable 


bicſhogs 
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bleſſings would follow Reaſs,if meaſure 
and proportion were truely kept. For 
then ſhould-the King hewte hn 
:T he magiſtrates, their due honour. 

T he ſubieQs true and equal juſtice: and 
cuery man his owne right, without con- 
trouerſie, checke, or contralment , But 
Originall reaſon is ſo weakened and im- 
ired,that theſethings are notto be loo- 
fied for : mens natures are prevaricated, 


and intemperate difires ſo bent to diſor- 


' der 3 that poore Queene Reaſon hath lits 


tle place,and her proportions little eſtee- 
med,and lefle vied, Rre/ox of it ſelfe dif- 
cerneth,and concludeth,that the heauens 
areimbowed like a vault aboutthe lower 
nd the lower parts, circumuala- 
ted and incompaſled within the heauens 
conuexitic. Theearth, as _ —_— 
planckes to Ge VPONg A retanie the 
mathe bodin Gaim and the mighty i0- 
uolued numbers of Creatures , there on 
refiding; Andtneheauens asthe wide 
drawne,avd large extended Canopie, to 
couer all theſe, with many included ef- 
fences and beings: all ſeruipg to exerciſe 
$207 A me - Reaſon 
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Reaſon withall: the morefully to appre- 
hend the incomprehenſible greatneſle, 
goodnelle,& bountie of the Creator,and 
the worthineſle of mans originall Creati+ 
on.Butas is before diſcouered, this pertecs 
tion of Reaſon, & innocencie is loſt:cor- 
ruptio 1s creptin, and taken vp rightand 
true Rea/an; roometand had fo much im- 
paired, blemilhed,darkened, & obſcured, 
Reaſons taculties,that cuen the arcs them- 
ſclues,were almolt forgonts, & put to ob- 
livion : & great labour hath bene viedto 
reuive,recontinue, and yphold,or make 
knowne theſe former Arts and Sciences. 
;- Conceraing this point: Let vs take a 
ſhort viewe of the beginwungs of crea» 
tures. All things had a kinde of perfe» 
&s,yct ſubie to imperfeRtios. As crea» 
tures, toa Creators command. T hen the 
firlt declination & laps, after the Creati- 
on, which hath overthrowne the ſincere 
pureneſle of Reaſ6. The feare of puniſh» 
ment, for that offence, hath exerciſed 
mans reaſon with many incomberments, 
and cauſed a kind of deeiſting, to contt- 
nue the rememberance of ſuch rang 
Icalon 
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reaſon as then remained not viterly ouers 
throwne. Vnto which, I adde twoother 
decaies : the ouerthrow of þ world by the 
floud,& accurſedneſle of the earth at that 
time, And the conſulton of languages at 
the oucrthrowe of the Tower of Babel, 
being in miner Arts deſtru&tion, For af- 
ter this time in many parts ofthe world, 
Arts & Sciences were almoſt vtterly vn- 
known:;& ther dequired a new time, firſt 
to learne & vaderitad languages before 
Arts could be taught: & few remainedin 
life, that had the Science of teaching;or at 
thelcaſt,for the difpercing of arts,for that 
there was then noſuch common vſeof 
letters,as of later time, for that reaſon had 
not then diſcouered the Artofprinting2 
beſfides,the amazednes of that cofuſis of 
tongues,cauſcd theinhabitits ofthe earth 
to difpoletheſelues into coutries vnfurni« 
ſhed,with other fruits, then ſuch asþ earth 
ol her owne accurſed nature did produce 
(none ſuch as were in the original Creation ) 
& ſo men had enough ro doe topronide 
thectues food & a | for many bun» 
deeth yeerstloas the forgetgog of 

E 4 the 
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the vic of Arts , there ſcarce remained ſo 
much, as the vie of tillage and manuring 
of the earth, to ſuccour and defend mens 
lives: by which meanes Arts remained 
raked vp, as fire vader aſhes, not cleans 
extint, yertſeeming not to bee : 7n 
ſo. much as it is reported of thoſe 
parts . of the world, wherein as -well 
the Greekes and other nations liuegthat 
Philoſophie was fir{t diſcoucred by Pitha» 
goras:long after whoſetime the Rowanes 
are holden to be ignorant thereof. Seneca 
faith, Philoſophte was not found out aboue 
one thouſand yeares before his time, So. 
crates is laid to bethe firſt, that brought it 


much aboue two thouſand yeares fmce: 

for which he is ſo holden in admiration, 

as he is ſaid to haue brought if from hea- 

ven to earth: and thereby to have tavghe 

Plutarch in men how to gouerne themſelues, and 0+ 
If me. thers:yet thels learnings had their Origie 
_ Je -;. nalls before, _— they attributed 
ſteriis, - © thEto Pithagoras,as the beginner thereofe 
Copy arguingtheir owneignorancerfor'Pitha- 
. goras learned his skil from _ 

| - 


from ſtudie to praftice t which is not . 
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of theTewes: Plato of Sechnuphin Eudoxns, 
of Comphis; and al theſe of the diſciples of 
Triſmegeſtus: who out of his own bookes 
manifefteth, that he learned it of Hoſes. 
Thats is (ard to be the fir{t that tavghtir 
Aſtronomy to the Greekes:/t appeateth 


&to the Egyptias,by the Caldeans, And 
if Belws 2s Plan reporteth, were the finder 
outthereof, yet hee hath the ſame from 
Abraham, in whoſe time he lived:wherin 
Tobſerue, that many contentions haue 
\bene about the beginning thereof, to ade 
vaunce the honour of their owne Corn. 
tries. But howſocuer, it is moſt true, that 
the perfe&ion of thofe Scierices and 
Arts were Joſt, & in thantter put to abſo- 
lute obſcuritie and obHntion. For it is faid 
that Clearebns, who lnied a thonſand' 
cares after Moſer, did vifibly and with 
his eyes,ſee the Tew of wh &rifforie lears 
ned his Philoſophy. Anditis reported, 
Phythagorat and Plato had their leaming 
from CHerenries Pillars Fo thatthe 
knowledge of theſe Arts, Sciencies,and 
7 | lcare 


as wel by his own as other mens works, his ep:ttle to 
that it was taught finm-by the Egyptians* Pherccdes, 
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learnings, hauc bene long diſcotinued in 


.2. the world,before they wererecemed:and 


ſpecially to theſe latter parts of theworld: 
for it 1s ſaide, that for the obſeruation of 
the Echpſer of the Sun & Moone, Anex- 
xageras was putin priſon, and Protage- 
ras was baniſhed Arbens. Nay, it was ſo 
obſcured, that Thates is ſaid to be the firſt 
thatobſerued the North ſtarre: and that 
Phythagoras,firlt dilcoueredthe morning 
= ——_ ſtarre to be all one: and the 
deſcribing of the Zodiacke ro goa 5kew. 
And that Se/ox, firſt found out the Moons 
rcuolution to be within xxcx, dayes; and 
that Archimedes out of many obſcruati- 
ons, made the firſt deſcription. of the 
Spheres: and thatthe obſervation of the - 
Planets, was not diſcovered 3n many 
yeares aftcr.In ſo much that it is ſaid,that 
the very account of the yeare-was vi 
certain and confuſed jn thoſe parts where 
he raigned and was Emperourz which is: 
well knowne to be over the moſt part of 
Chriſtendom, And it is abſolutely reſol- 
ved, that within much lefle they two 
thouſand yeares, none of theſe ponar of 
C 
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the world had any Quadrantdyal:or di- 
{in&ionof houres, tunes, or placesz vp= 


on any methode of learning : all which 
may very ſufficiently ſhew, that the va- 
der ing and Arts,werein maner for- 


gotten and left in obluion.: and yet not- 
withſtanding alwaies remaining in it ſelf, 
though blemiſhed & obſcured. And for 
the Arts of Hitbmaiiche and Geromerrieg 
they are fathered vp6 Pythagoras, Endoxe 
w,& Enclides:who wrote but in late time, 
inreſpett of Xdoſes or T reſmegiſtes:but yet 


_ the ſame learning wil conclude, though 


the arts were obicured,yet they remained 
from auncient times, long before :and 
eucn from the firſt Creation. And as for 
Rome, with his great antiquity, they had 
no knowledge in Phylicke, vntill the 
Coſulſhip of Lucius Aemilins, and Adar- 
cus Linins, At which time, Archagatzs the 
Gretian, was made free of the Citticot 
Rome. Which (heweth that theſe barba» 
rous partes ot the world, had not till that

As theſe 
parts ofthe world were vnskilfull of the 
Arts, ſo ſuch as travelled to ynderſtand 
them, and were able to teach them, liued 
ſofarre as France, [talie, Spaine, Germany: 
And theſe North partes were ſcarcely 
knowneto them, as appeareth by Epho- 
mw, the moſt dilizent Hiſtoriographer 
of thoſe Ages. For he ſpeaking of Spaine, 
or' beria, writeth thereof, but as if it were 
one Towne:whichargueth he had fleg« 
der knowledge thereof, It is written, 
that Orpheww drewe the Greekes outof 
their Forreſts and Fiens, about the time 
Troy' was beſieged, This worthy and 
famous ſeruice did Orphesr performe,by 
the arts, ſciences, and'skill he learned a» 
moneg{Fche Egyptianswwhereby firſt hee 
laid aſide his owne ſavagenefle,and after 
vndertooke to diret & gouerne others: 
which doth much advaunce the eſtima- 
tionof theſe noble Artes, Itwould re- 
quirea long diſcourſe, ts ſet downe the 
d;uers opinions of the diſpearcing of 
Arts, Sctences,&lgouernments.

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Some affirme, e-Fbrahaw firſt taught 
Letters or CharaQters. Others, father it 
vpon Aefer, or at leaſt, that hee firſt 
taughttheGramer.
